SOMETIMES, the high coit of 
making a living must be figured 
to induce those disorder* due to 
substance* with which the worker 
must come into direct contact. 
One of theve is dermatiti* or in­ 
flammation of the skin. It it esti­ 
mated that one out of every IOO 
workers suffers from this sort of 
rash and Doctor Samuel M Peck 
of New York City believes that 
one-fifth of the.*# cases are due to 
contact with petroleum products 
and greases. 
Fortunately, he has also some 
helpful suggestions for those who 
must work with these skin-irritat- 
.ng oils. 
C u t t i n g Oils 
The most common of such irri­ 
tants used in modern industry art 
cutting oils. There are two kinds 
of tne«e oils. One kind, the soluble 
type, consists of what is known as 
sulfonated petroleum oil. This 
product diluted with oil ts used 
for cooling cutting tools and to 
prevent Histing. 
The other type of oil. the insol­ 
uble type, or one that does not go 
: to solution, also is uted on ma­ 
lin e tools. This type is respon- 
le for what is known as cutting 
a1 ncne. It produces a rash on the 
acka of the forearm* and thighs. 


Ba re A r m s 
This is due to the fact that men 
usually work with bare arms and 
she thighs are continually exposed 
o contact w ith oi1-«oaked trousers. 
The rash usually begins as inflam­ 


mation of the hair roots. Then 
pimples form in which pus gradu­ 
ally develops. 
The petroleum od* ""ay also take 
the fat out of the skin. In older 
persons with a dry skin this may 
lead to cracking and a general­ 
ised skin inflammation. Continuous 
expcure to these oils and greases 
over a long per >d of years may 
lead to the deve1 »pmenfc of small, 
flat, brown, v art-like growth*, par­ 
ticularly on the back of the hands. 
To prevent this type of skin 
disturbance, contact between the 
worker’* *k:n and the oils must 
be reduced to a minimum. 
This 
means that the machine should 
be kept as free from grease and 
d rt as possible. The oil should be 
charged at least once a week, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Peck. 
There should be adequate wash­ 
ing facilities with hot and cold 
wa’er, and shower baths should 
also be provided. Workers should 
have clean towels daily and should 
ha*~e clean wast* at the machine 
so that the oil can be w iped off the 
hands *"d forearms as often as is 
necessary. 
Skin cleansers should a1*** be 
available. 
Clean 
work 
clothes 
should be provided daily and, to 
protect the exposed portion* of 
the body, sleeves through which 
the oil does not pass, and aprons 
and gloves of similar material 
should be provided. 
Protective ointments also are 
useful but these need he employed 
only on the** parts of the bHy 
which cannot be protected in other 
ways,

PEONIES, once planted, are 
permanent garden residents. Th« y 
are one of the hardiest and easily 
grown perennials. And they give 
lota of blooms in return for very 
little care. 
Giving peonies generous feed­ 
ings of liquid manure when the 
flower buds appear will result in 
larger and finer blooms. 
When mass effect of color is 
desired do not disbud peonies. To 
secure fair-sized blooms, disbud 
only a few of the side buda but 
not all. In order to obtain large, 
specimen blooms they need to be 
disbudded. 
This is done by removing the 
side buds and leav rig only the 
large central bud at the top of 
th* stein, as shown in the accom- 
pany.ng Garden-Graph.
